We also have two chartered banks, two physicians, a veterin- 
ary surgeon, four implement warehouses, three lumber yards, 
two blacksmiths, three hardware stores, four general stores, two 
livery barns (auto livery attached), two confectioners, two 
boarding houses, a drug store, hotel, harness maker, shoe maker, 
barber, tailor, lawyer, newspaper, laundry and skating rink.

SALTCOATS has three churches, viz., Methodist Church, 
St. Augustine’s (Church of England) and St. Andrew’s (Presby- 
terian). Church services are conducted in the school houses at 
many of the outlying points.

Educational 


PART from the cities and some of the largest towns, Salt- 
coats has the best school building and best equipped school 
in Saskatchewan. The school was enlarged in 1910 by 

an additicn costing $8,000, and with an efficient staff of teachers 
is equipped for teaching the first beginners right up to and in- 
cluding high school work. 

The school grounds are beautifully located on the lake shore, 
and it is in every way a school tkat may well be envied by most 
towns in the province. 
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General 


HE citizens of the Saltcoats district are well catered for 
in amusements and entertainments. Baseball, football, 
cricket, boating, swimming, etc., being much in vogue in 

the summer season, and the regatta held on the lake at intervals 
in the summer is a source of much amusement to crowds. 

In the winter, in addition to skating and hockey, high class 
entertainment is provided at the Saltcoats Town Hall and Opera 
House. This hall, built in 1911 at a cost of $15,000, is the finest

town hall on the C.P.R. between Winnipeg and Saskatoon. In 
addition to council room, banquet hall, etc., on the main floor, 
the concert hall will accommodate 600 people, and crowds flock 
to the hall on winter evenings to the frequent plays and concert 
entertainments. 

During the summer of 1912 the town of Saltcoats will spend 
$17,000 in the installation of an electric light plant for the town, 
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and already some of the farmers near the town have expressed 
their desire to have the town lighting extended to their farms. 


The Saltcoats Rural Telephone Company has constructed 
150 miles of telephone line in the district, enabling farmers to 
transact business with the town on equal facilities with many 
much larger towns and cities. Further extensions are planned, 
and in a very short time no farmer in the district need be without

telephone connection. The Saskatchewan government own and 
operate the Saltcoats town telephone system and afford long 
distance connection with Winnipeg, Regina and other cities. 

The country abounds in feathered game; prairie chicken, 
partridge, pheasant, crane and ducks are plentiful. Any person 
who can shoot at all is pretty sure of getting good sport among 
the birds in season. 

Good fishing can be had at Crescent Lake near Saltcoats. 
Camping out on the beautifully wooded shores of Saltcoats Lake 
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Stock Yards, Saltcoats 


is an enjoyable pastime. A boat livery is carried on at the 
lake, and row boats, sail boats and gasoline launches can be hired 
for a pleasant trip.
